Menoher Prescribes Rules for Con- 
test, Which Is to Begin 
October 8.

HAZELHURST FIELD, . MINEOLA, 
L. I’, Sept. 22.—The greatest endurance 
tests ever attempted by military air- 
planes are to hegin Oct. 8, when trans- 
continental flights will be started simul-

All.army, flyers with planes having 
speed of not less than 100 miles an hour 
will be permitted to participate. - This 
will apply to all fliers in the Eastern, 
Central -and Western Army JDepart- 
ments, ; 

The airplanes otnntions from Mineola 
are to be numbered 1 to 50. Those start- 
jing at San Francisco will be numbered 
; 50 to 100. To avoid accidents, night 
Lflying will be prohibited. The numerals 
are to be painted on each side of the 
fuselage; and’ upon the under side of 
one of the wings. | 

The flights are to one-way contests, 
The flights are to be one-waycontests, 
diséretion in their machines or by rail. 
The rules of the race provide for three 
Classes, 

.. First, shortest air-line time across the 
continent, irrespective of efficiency or 
time.

A FEDERAL BUDGET 


Would Make President Respon- 
sible for Preparation After 
Estimates Were In.

Suggests Treasury Secretary as Ex- 
pense Cutter—Cites Success to IIll-- 
nois—Warmly Greeted in House. .

WASHINGTON, Sept.  22.—Governor 
Frank 0. Lowden, of Illinois, appeared 
before the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today in advocacy of a budget 
system, and explained how the budget 
system in Iilinois. had .brought about 
efficiency and-a business-like conduct 
‘of public affairs. After his testimony 
he walked into the House and was 
warmly greeted. by Republican mem- 
bers. Mr. Lowden is mentioned as a 
possibility for -the Republican nomina- 
tion for President.’ 

As a former member of the House he 
is entitled to the privilege of the floor, 
and as he marched in with Representa- 
tive Good the Republicans: rose in a 
body and cheered. The hand-shaking 
and. cheers became so pronounced that 
Gov. . Lowden withdrew to the cloak- 
room followed by a host of Republicans. 

This is the first time the Republicans 
of the House have had an opportunity 
to welcome anybody who is regarded as 
a Presidential ity. Judged by 
the reception, Mr. Lowden is not looked 
upon with disfavor by many Republi- 
cans of the House. To those who sug- 

gested to Mr. Lowden the bility of 
fis candidacy, he remarked that he had 
plenty of trouble-on his hands now. 


Would Make President Responsible.’ 


In applying ‘his experiences to the na- 
tional Government,’ Gov. Lowden urged 
that the President be made responsible 
for the preparation of a budget and its 
submission to Co ess after depart- 
mental estimates had been co-ordinated, 
checked over and cut to the lowes oe 
sible point.
